Even the officials of the United 
Railway* Company have not yet ar- 
rived at he exact extent of the damage 
done. 


The cars on the Northern Central line 


are the oldest in the service. Their fus- 
es burn out freuently, but that night's 
occurrence was the moat serious acci- 
dent of the kind that has yet occurred. 
At 9:30 o'clock a car wa3 rounding the 
sharp down-grade curve at Thomas 
street and Lefllngwell avenue. It was 
half filled with passengers. 


Suddenly there was a grinding noise, 


which deafened those in the car and 
awakened residents in the neighbor- 
hood. The car came to a sudden stop. 
What followed is told by an eye-\\U- 
n»ss. who was attracted to his window 
by the unusual sound. 


When I looked out," he said, "the 


street was lit up for several blocks as 
if a powerful searchlight 
had 
been 


turned into it. The brilliancy all radia- 
ted from the car, which I at first 
thought was on fire. I could see tho 
car distinctly.

If I were asked what rale above all 


others would be of use to a wrestler 
I should say, says 1'ruest Roeber the 
world's champion, in au exchange: 
'fie quick!" 


When I say that I mean b« quick in 


mind as well as in body. 


Be quick to see openings and take 


advantage of them- 


Slow, plodding bmte force has no 


place in a wrestling match, and that 
Is something you must bear in mind 
all through your training. 


Wrestling requires not only more 


skill, but also more strength and en- 
durance than any other exercise I 
know of and therefore demands better 
physlcial preparation. 


In the first place you need no imple- 


ments in wrestling such as gloves, &c.. 
and this will lessen tbe expense. 'You 
should, however, if possible, get one 
or two gymnasium appliances. 


Chest weights aro good for all the 


muscles and take little space when 
fastened to the walls of your room. 
The wrist machine is also of incal- 
culable benefit for strengthening the 
forearm, wrist and fingers. But in us- 
ing both these, appliances do not put 
on too heavy weights. 


Such heavy weights do not make you 


stronger, but tend to make you slow, 
besides stiffening or straining your 
muscles. A pair of two-pound dumb- 
bells (no heavier) completes the list 
of training apparatus. 


Then practice moving quickly about 


on your feet, jumping, crouching, turn- 
ing, &c., holding the dumbbells and 
practice with an imaginary antagon- 
ist or with some friend. 


This will teach you your balance 


and will supple up your joints. Then 
rest, and after that wrestle for half an 
hour or so. If this gymnastic work 
is too difficult at first begin with less 
gradually increasing as you find your- 
self able to. After the 
gymnastic 


work and the wrestling do some out- 
door work. Go out for a walk and a 
run. 
Cover from ouo to two miles in 


the following manner: 


Walk briskly for two blocks; then 


run at full speed for one block; walk 
briskly for two ulocks further, then 
sprint for a third block, and so on till 
the entire distanca is covered. In 
running always run on the toes. You 
should never run flat-footed. Don't al- 
low yourself to become over-wearied 
and do not sit in draughts or get over- 
heated in the intervals in your exercis- 
ing.

John Kaller, of 
No. 50 Willoughby 


street, Brooklyn, N. Y., lies on a cot 
in St. John's Hospital, Long Island 
C'ity, making a brave light against 
ilfath. The missing pieces of his spinal 
column were removed on Thursday 
last by five surgeons. It ^\ as an opera- 
tion almost unparalleled in surgery, 
but it was his only chance for life. 


Kaller has been a telephone lineman. 


Ht-cently he was sent to repair \\iies 
along the Shore Road, in Astoria. 
About noon he \\ as Nso-king at the top 
ot a pole neai tho "Woolspy estate Just 
henv it happened neither Kaller nor anj 
one else knows, but suddenly the line- 
man tound himself in the clutches of 
an electric current. He had grasped a 
live wire, his body was t\\isted in toi- 
turf ancT puffs of smoke arose from his 
uurnuig hands. 


The man kept his senses. 
Hanging 


there, burning? and m terrible pain, h? 
realized that to rerrfain in contact with 
the wire for but a few seconds more 
meant death to him. 


"With strength born of that 
knowl- 


edge Kaller tore himselt free from the 
live wire on which he had fallen and 
deliberately threw himself to the road- 
v.a.y HP foil 33 feet and struck upon 
his head and back. He was taken to 
St. John's Hospital, and doctors worked 
over him for eight hours before the 
dangers from the electric shock Mere 
removed 
Then they performed the 


operation. 


In falling Kaller had broken his back. 


The seventh, eighth and ninth %erie- 
brae were badly fractured and splin- 
ters of the broken bone pressed on th2 
spinal cord. The pressure had produced 
paralysis?, and \\ ould have caused death 
if not removed. 


Dr. John Francis Burns was 
In 


charge of the operation. Assisting him 
were Dr. H. A. McGronen, Dr. J. J. 
Mulcnhey. Dr. Thomas Cassidy and Dr. 
John P. Farwell. Technically, the doc- 
ton; took out tho spinous prosesses and 
transverse sections of the seventh, 
eighth anc! ninth vertebrae. The oper- 
ation was successful. 


"I do not know of an exactly similar 


case." said Dr. Burns, last night. 
"Three vertebrae were badly fractured, 
and had to be removed, leaving arch-js 
to protect the spinal cord. 
But Kal- 


ler's other injuries make his recovery 
doubtful, and at my suggestion his rel- 
atives have telegraphed to his, mother, 
asking? her to come to his bedside. She 
live? in Illinois." 


Kaller's condition is very grave. Hs 


has remained conscious from the first, 
and has taken a keen interest in th-j 
remarkable operation performed upon 
him.

Nineteenth Annual Convention of 


fj»e American Perforation of Labor 
•pena in the City of the Straits— 
Two Hundred Delegates Present— 
dampers' Addroao. 


Detroit. Mich., Dec. IS.—Almost 200 


delegates, representing all branches of 
trade unionism, with an estimated 
total membership of about SOO.OOO, as- 
•ombled in Harmonie Hall when thf 
nineteenth annual convention of thi> 
American Federation ,of Labor was 
culled to order. Samuel Compere, the 
president of the federation, said, in his 
annual add res*: 


"Comrades—"With the close of an- 


other year, xve, as trad" unionist?, 
should compare the conditions which 
now confront us with those existing- at 
ihe beginning of the twelve mouths 
Just passed. We should view the situ- 
ation an It IB. and ascertain whether we 
have gained or lost in our struggle 
for the amelioration of the condition of 
the workers. Are we Justified In re- 
newing our efforts or shall we by lying 
dormant allow the benefits and advant- 
ages gained to Blip from our graBp, 
stncl permit ourselves to fall batik into 
the old rut of isolation, helplessness! 
and dependence? We cannot doubt but 
th'it the latter alternative is one of 
only imagination, and that it cannot 
exist in reality. The organized labor 
movement not only works for the ma- 
terial, moral, political, and social im- 
provement of the organized workers, 
but it is the lever by which these con- 
ditions for the unorganized are Im- 
proved, and constitutes the most potent 
factor in ameliorating the conditions of 
the whole human family, and bringing 
the day of final delherance fiom all 
injustice and wrong so n.iu-h the 
nearer. 


"The revival of Industry which we 


have witnessed within this last year in 
one for general congratulation, and it 
should be our purpose to endeavor to 
prolong this era of more gcreial em- 
ployment and industrial acliUly. In 
this effort no power Is so potent as or- 
ganized labor, if we but follow a right 
and practical course. 


"When thf> present Industrial activity 


first manifested itself employers gen- 
erally sotiplit to Increase the hours of 
labor of all, and, had It not been for 
the determined stand made by our fel- 
low unionists as large a number would 
bo unemployed during this period HS 
uere unemployed during the period of 
Industrial depression.

The wily Boers led the British into

the enemy's camp at Stormberg could 
be easily taken by surprise and cap- 
tured. Gatacre was told that the Boers 
there only numbered 2,500 and were in 
a weak position. 


That a rout did not follow this awful 


ambush speiiks well for the courage of 
the veterans who led the way. The 
Fr:,ii.:-ers were ordered to seek shelter 
behind a friendly kopje, and the others 
followed suit. But the Boers bad the 
range of their shelter perfectly and 
soon were dropping shells among the 
British with relentless accuracy. 
The 


retreat was sounded, and while the 
British artillery did what it could in 
the struggling light of the dawn to 
cover the retreat, little could be done 
against a foe whose whereabouts could 
only be guessed at and %vho were finely 
sheltered among the rocks and hills. 


Buller Nearing White. 


British Camp, Frere Station, Natal, 


Dec. 12.—Buller and White are almost 
in touch. It will not be long before the 
former's troops will be marching into 
the camp so long and magnificently de- 
fended. All night long the signal flash- 
es illuminated the sky, 
exchanging 
messages in cipher Between the two 
generals.

Proceedings In the House. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—The debate on 


the Currency bill continued in the 
House Tuesday. 


Owing1 to the pressure for opportun- 


ity to speak on the Democratic side, 
Mr. Richardson, the minority leader, 
asked that night sessions be held for 
the remainder of the week but this \\.is 
demm:ed to, arid it was finally agreed 
that night sessions for debate should 
be held Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day. 


Air. Grosvenor (Ohio) was the first 


speaker. Mr. Grosvenor said that two- 
thlrdB of the Republican campaign 
fund In 1896 was used in the punting 
and dissemination of literature. 


He quoted from the Republican plat- 


forms of the past to prove that it had 
always been a. cardinal principle of the 
Republican party that every dollar of 
the United States should be of equal 
Intrinsic value and debt paying power. 


During his speech Mr. Grosvenor 


dwelt at some length upon the condi- 
tions of trade and business in general, 
and said that whatever prosperity was 
being enjoyed was the result of a. 
healthy state of"rinances and that the 
policy of the Republican party and the 
present Administration had served to 
biing about a state of renewed activ- 
ity in all branches of commerce. 


Mr. Newlands, of Colorado, joined 


with Mr* Groavenor in his felicitations 
upon the prosperity coincident with the 
present Administration, but not caused 
by it. He insisted that its existence 
was a vindication of the theory held 
by those who believed with him that 
good times depended upon the amount 
of money in circulation. When the 
currency of the country was increased 
and economical methods adopted by 
employers, smoking chimneys dotted 
the land and wheels begun to turn. 


By providing for the redemption of 


silver with gold the silver was prac- 
tically made a promise to pay gold and 
ceased to be money. 


Mr. Shafroth, .of Colorado, said that 


tne cause of good times in the Har- 
rison Administration, as-proved by the 
assertion of* President Harrison, was 
the addition of basic money to the cui'- 
rency of the country.
